“You never miss the sunshine until the sun has set,” is the refrain o. 
an old tune which pops into my mind when I think of hot water. You don t 
miss having it. either, until the tap begins to run cold when you re bathing, 
washing dishes or clothes, or doing anything else th a t calls for hot w ater 
—and lots of it. 
, . 
. 
. 
, 
Gleaming dishes and glasses, or bright silverware, seldom can be had 
without plenty of sudsy hot w ater and plenty of clear hot w ater 
hot; r 
than the washing water -to spray or rinse them clean. When you do this, 
they almost dry themselves. Just a touch of the towel here and there, and 
they’re done. 
You can’t really do a good job of getting clothes 
clean without plenty of hot water for both washing 
and rinsing. Thorough rinsing in clear hut w ater is the 
best way to remove the dirt loosened by the soap in 
washing; and more than one hot-water rinse is neces­ 
sary to get the clothes as clean as they should be. 


If your hot-w ater supply is one vyhich demands 
careful rationing, why put up with it? There’s nothing 
easier to have these days than an adequate supply, 
autom atically produced and controlled. It doesn’t 
m atter which kind of fuel you prefer to use; there are 
satisfactory heaters on the m arket using all kinds of 
fuel. coal, fuel oil, gas. kerosene or electricity. We have 
tested in ( ur laboratories a great many of these w ater 
heaters and those we’ve approved will heat w ater effici­ 
ently and give economical service. 
The first question that must be answered when buying a hot-w ater 
heater is the question of size. On it depends whether or not you are going 
to have an adequate upply < f hot water. If it is too small, you will have to 
skimp and save to eke out your supply of hot w ater; you II lose much in 
comfort and convenience. It may actually mean living at a lower standard 
of cleanliness. On the other hand, if the size is too large, you will be paying 
for hot water you do not need. 


It would be nice and simple if th ire were some easy rule to fo by, 
such as a 30-gallon tank for three persons in a family, a 40-gallon tank 
for four persons, and so on. I nfori unately, it does not work out quite th a t 
way. Many other factors niu*t be taken into consideration before the rig h t 
size tank for the needs of your particular household can be determined. 


An im portant factor affecting the correct size of w ater heater is the 
kind of fuel you want to use. Usually this will depend on the initial in­ 
stalled cost of heaters using different kinds of fuel, the com parative cost 
of various fuels or electricity in your locality, or your personal preference. 


When you have decided this question of fuel, go to the local dealer 
(or public utiiitvy who sells heaters of the type you prefer, and ask him to 
make a careful estim ate of your needs. Be prepared to give him the infor­ 
mation he must have in order to figure the correct size of the burner or 
heating element, and the capacity of the storage tank which will give you 
an adequate hot-w ater supply with economical operating costs. Tell hint 
how many ; e< pie there are in your family, how many hot-w ater taps in 
your home, whc re they are located, how often you wash clothes, how many 
loads you do on one day, if you have a maid, how often you have parties 
or entertain week-end guests, and any other pertinent inform ation which 
will give him a good picture of the way you use hot water, or would like 
to use it. To be sure of getting w hat you need, you must have the diagnosis 
of a specialist. Don’t try to be your own doctor. 


The reason for this is apparent when you know something of the 
technical side of the design and operation of hot-water heaters. The rate 
and the efficiency with which fuel or electricity is consumed in a hot-w ater 
he iter determines what is called its “recovery rate” ; that is. the rate or 
speed with which it replaces the hot w ater that is withdrawn from the 
storage tank. This, in turn, has a bearing on the size of the storage tank 
in gallons. If replacement is fast, a sinallei tank usually can be used than 
when the replacement is slow. Most electric hot-w ater heaters are pur­ 
posely designed to have a slow recovery rate, in order to take advantage 
of the favoiable electricity rates that many power companies offer for 
thi< kind of service. On the other hand, gas hot-water heaters and those 
burning fuel oil usually have a higher recovery rate. Therefore electric 
heaters usually need a larger storage tank in gallons than heater*» using 
gas oi fuel oil, provided other conditions are equal.

ALCOHOL DEATHS DOWN 
50 PC’T. SINCE 1910 


Washington. Oct. 26.—The Cen­ 
sus Bureau reported yesterday the 
death rate from alcoholism has 
declined more than 50 per cent in 
this country in the last 30 years. 
From 1910 to 1936, there was a 
drop of 51.9 per cent in alcoholic 
deaths, the bureau said. 
Avoiding any mention of pro­ 
hibition or repeal, the bureau said 
that from an 
average 
alcoholic 
death rate of 5.8 per 100,000 pop­ 
ulation in 1910, the rate dropped 
steadily to a low* of 1 per 100,000 
in 1920, which was about three 
years after prohibition. 
The rate 
then started rising again until it 
reached 4 per 100.000 in 1927 and 
1928, falling again to 2.5 in 1932, 
the year before repeal, and 
has 
stayed at about that figure since 
then. 
Deaths among men from alcoh­ 
olism were four times as great as 
among women.

“Too never miss the sunshine until the sun has set," is the refrain of 
an old tune which pops into my mind when I think of hot water. You «ton’t 
rniss having it. either, until the tap begin* to run cold when you’re bathing, 
washing dishes or clothes, or doing anything else that calls for hot watei 
—and Iota of it. 
. . . . . 
, , 
. 
Gleaming dishes and glasses, or bright silverware, seldom can be hail 
without 
plenty of sudsy hot water and plenty of clear hot water 
nutter 
than the washing water -to spray or rinse th« in clean. Win n you d«* this, 
they alm ost dry them selves. Just a touch of the towel here and there, and 
they’re done. 


You can’t really do a good job of getting clothes 
clean without plenty of hot water for both washing 
and rinsing. Thorough rinsing in clear h«>t water is the 
best way to remove the dirt loosened by the soap in 
washing; and nu re than one hot-water rinse is neces­ 
sary to get the clothes as clean as they should be. 


If your hot-water supply is one which demands 
careful rationing, why put up with it? There’s nothing 
easier to have these days thnn an a«lc«|uate 
supply, 
autom atically 
produced an«l controlled. It doesn’t 
matter which kirtil of fuel you prefer to use; there are 
satisfactory heaters on the market using all kinds of 
fuel, c«>al, fuel oil, gas. kerosene or electricity. We have 
tested in « ur laboratories n great many of these wat* r 
heaters an«! those we’ve approve«! will h««at water effici­ 
ently and give economical service. 
The first question that must he answered when buying a hot-water 
heater is th«* qui*-ti«*n «»f * ize. tin it depends whether or not you are going 
to have an adequate upply « f hot water. If it is to«» sm all, you will have to 
skimp and save to eke out your supply of hot water; you II lo«*e much in 
comfort ami convenience It may actually mean living at a lower standard 
of cleanliness. On the other ban«!, if the size is too larg«-, you will be paying 
for hot water you do not need. 


It would be nice an«l simple if thtre were some easy rule to go by, 
such as a 30-gallon tank for three per «>r.s in a fam ily, a 40-gallon tank 
for four persons, an«J so on. I nfoi innately, it does not work out quite that 
way. Many other factor- mu t he taken inf«« eomhlcration before the right 
size tank for the needs of your particular household can be determined. 


An important factor affecting the correct -oze of water heater is the 
kind of fuel you want to use. U sually this will depend on the initial in­ 
stalled cost of heater« using different kinds of fuel, the com parative cost 
of various fuels or electricity in your locality, or your personal prefer« nee. 


When you have decided this question of fuel, go to the local dealer 
(or public utility) who sells heaters of the type you prefer, and ask him to 
niak«* a careful estim ate of your needs. Be prepared to give him the infor­ 
mation h<* must have in onler to figure the correct size of the burner or 
heating elem ent, and the -.npneity of the storage tank which will give you 
an adéquat«« hot-water supply with economical operating costs. Tell him 
how many ? «•* pic there are in your fam ily, how many hot-water taps in 
your home. wh* r • they are located, how often you wash clothe*. how many 
loa«is you do on or.t* «lay, if you have u mai«l, how often you have parties 
or entertain week-end guests, and any other pertinent information which 
will give him n good picture o f the way you use hot water, or would like 
to use it. T<» be sure of getting what you nee«!, you must have the diagnosis 
of a specialist. Don’t try to he your own doctor. 


The reason for this is apparent when you know som ething of the 
technical side of the design and operation of hot-water h<«iiters. The rate 
and the efficiency with which fuel or electricity is consume«! 111 a hot-water 
he ter »ietermines what is called its “recovery rute"; that is. the rate or 
speed with which it replaces the hot water that is withtlrnwn from the 
storage tank. This, in turn, has « bearing on the size of the storage tank 
in gallons. If replacement is fast, a small«?« tank usually can be used than 
when the replacement is slow. Most electnc hot-water heaters are pur­ 
posely designed to have a slow recovery rate, in order to take advantage 
of the favorable electricity rates that many power companies offer for 
thi* kind of service. On the other hand, gas hot-water h< .iters and those 
burning fuel oil usually have a higher recovery rate. Therefore electric 
heaters usually need a larger storage tank in gallons than heater* using 
gas oi fuel oil, provided other conditions are equal.
